infants, being most prev alent among 
the bottle-fed. 
The y oung sufferers show signs ot 
arrested growth and faulty dev elop­ 
ment. 
As a rule, the child is under­ 
weight.. undersized, tires easily and 
learns to walk at a late date. 
He 
does not take the proper nourish­ 
ment. 
Because of this he becomes 
more susceptible to other childhood 
diseases and infections. 
The ex act cause of celiac disease 
is not known, but it is an established 
fact that in this ailment the body is 
unable properly to utilize the fats 
stnrches and jsertain sugars. 
Until 
this fact was recognized, little hope 
could be offered to these y oung su f­ 
fers. 
Today the child is put on a diet 
containing little fat and cellulose. Oc­ 
casionally he is placed on a “ protein 
milk“ or skimmed "lactic acid milk' 
diet. 
Your doctor will tell y ou about 
this. 
As 
the 
child 
improv es, 
cottage 
cheese, egg, scraped beef, siev ed liv er. 
gelaUne, 
mashed 
v egetables 
and 
frulfe are added to the diet. 
Care in 
the diet helps a lot. 
The 
Banana Diet 
Great progress in the treatment ol 
this strange disease has followed the 
use of the banana diet. Children su f­ 
fering 
from 
celiac 
disease 
hav e 
shown 
remarkable 
improv ement 
when placed on this diet. 
The banana may be giv en to the 
v ery y oung infant, as well as to the 
oiftbr child. 
When giv en to the in ­ 
fant. the strained ripe pulp of the 
fruit is used with a portion of milk. 
1 cannot ov eremphasize the Impor­ 
tance of early recognition of celint 
disease. 
When discov ered in its early 
stages, cure is more easily (accom­ 
plished. 
But in many instances the 
,disea» e Is ov erlooked or mistaken for 
some other ailment. When neglected 
the 
disorder 
becomes 
chronic and 
then it is much more difficult to cure. 
As I hav e said, children with this 
disease are underweight and under­ 
nourished. 
They fail to make the 
necessary strides in growth and de­ 
v elopment. 
Children afflicted with celiac dis­ 
ease are irritable and easily crossed. 
They whine and cry incessantly . 
As 
the 
health 
improv es, 
there 
is 
a 
marked change in 
the 
disposition 
The child 
becomes more pleasant, 
play ful and gains rapidly . 
It is hoped that the underly ing 
cause of this disease will soon be dis­ 
cov ered by the scientists who hav e 
done so much in the prev ention and 
cure of disease. 
Only then, will the 
prev ention of this affliction be pos­ 
sible. 
We should make ev ery effort to 
improv e the general health airi to 
safeguard ev ery child against infec­ 
tions and childhood disorders.
